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1 . Applicant's arguments filed December 27, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

a. The applicants argue that the O'Connor does not teach fingerprint impression 
area operates as a pointer control device to move a cursor. The examiner agrees. 
However, the claim reads "a processing device to receive image data from the detection 
array, the processing device further to configure the touchpad device to operate as a 
pointer control device to move a cursor (A) or a fingerprint recognition device based 
upon parameters associated with the image data (B)." Namely, the reference shows a 
processing device to receive image data from the detection array, the processing device 
further to configure the touchpad device to operate as a fingerprint recognition device 
based upon parameters associated with the image data, which meets the limitations of 
the claim (A or B). 

b. The applicants argue that O'Connor does not teach or suggest "using 
parameters associated with the fingerprint image to configure the use of the fingerprint 
image". The examiner notes that this is not the limitation in the claimed language. 
Applicant is reminded of 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b) which states that, a "general allegation that 
the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the 
language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references does not 
comply with the requirement of this section". 

c. Again, at length, the applicant argues that O'Connor does not show touchpad 
device to operate as a pointer control device to move a cursor on page 8 of the 
amendment. The examiner notes that the O'Connor's reference has been pointed out to 
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show every feature in the claim including, A or B, as explained in the paragraph an 
above. 

d. The above arguments a through c are also applicable to the applicant's 
arguments presented on pages 8-10. 

e. With regard to the Matsubashi reference, in view of the arguments presented, 
the rejections have been withdrawn. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 and 5-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
O'Connor et al. 

The arguments advanced in paragraph 3 of the last office action (paper no. 16) 
and paragraph 1 above as to the applicability of the reference. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
O'Connor et al in view of Keagy et al. 

The arguments advanced in paragraph 5 of the last office action (paper no. 16) 
and paragraph 1 above as to the applicability of the reference. 

4. Claims 1-4, 13, 15-16, 23, 30-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Borza et al. 

The arguments advanced in paragraph 6 of the last office action (paper no. 16) 
and paragraph 1 above as to the applicability of the reference. 

5. Claims 5-12, 14, 17-22 and 24-29are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Borza et al in view of O'Connor et al. 

The arguments advanced in paragraph 7 of the last office action (paper no. 16) 
and paragraph 1 above as to the applicability of the reference.
